As roquosted I an reporting ■ li«t of the more Important pleeea of evldenee 
In the Loe Harrey Osirald case charged with Bhootlng President John F. Kenmdy on 
Novenber 22, 1963 at atout 12i35 pn new the underpasB. 

1. From a aeart* of tbe Texas School Book Depository building on the 6th floor 
a 6.5 caHber 6arcano carbine rifle # C 2766, nomted with • 0-10 Japaneae eoope. 
This rifle was found pertially hidden under some boxes near the back stalnray. 

2. %ar a front window at the southeast comer of the building on the same 
floor were three spent cartridge cases, 6.5 in caliber. These were protected for 
pictures and prints, and after this was done It was found that the rifle contained 
one loaded cartridge in the chawber. 

3. Lti TsT of the Crime Lab was ahle to pet a palm print from one of the boxes 
under tM s window which proTod to be Lee Harrey Oswald's print. A thumb print was 
Also found at this same location. 

Ij. The Crime Lab was alls to get a palm print from the underside of the^gun 
barrel near tha end of the feregrlp, and a partial print was lifted from the trigger 
houoing of the rifle. - 

5. One large piece of brown wrapping paper fitting the description of one used 
by Oswald in bringing a large package to work on tha morning of the murder. We later 
found that Puell Wesley Frasler, 21i39 W. 5th Street, Irrlng, Texas had glun Oswald 
a ride to work on the morning of the killing, and both he and his sister, Llnnie 
Mae Fandle, saw Oswald put a lonp package wrapped in a heavy brown paper in the 
back Boat of th^ car. After arriTin? «t work, Wesley Frasier saw Oswald take thle' - 
package and take It with him into the building. Tble paper was shaped like ■ crude 
bag, large enough t© carry this rifle. This was also found on the 6th floor. 
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6. Vihlle ve vers still searofalne th« building, Mr. B07 S. Truly, 1(932 ''•da 
Drive, reported to ua that one of his men vas Blsalng, a Lea ^arvay Oswald, vhosa 
address vas 2$i; W. $Vb Street, ''^nrlng, Texas. He also found that this nsn had 
been stopped by. Officer K. L. Baker yihiXe coning doMn the stairs. Mr. Bsker say* 
that he stopped this wan on the third or fourth floor on the stairway, but as Mr. 
Truly identified hln as one of the employees, he was released. After seeing that 
this man was apparently rxmning, two of the deteoti'ves and layself left the building 
and caine to the office for an Identification check and other inforaatlon, and soon 
found that he was the anrne man who had shot Officer Tippit. 

7. A bullet taken fron the stretcher used to carry the Ooremor into the 
hospital and fragments of a bnllt^t taken fron Oo-remor Connelly's body wars turned 
over to the F, B. I. who nade an examination and, as shewn In our report tnm there, 
these were fired from this sane rifle. 

8. One sport shirt that Oswald was wearing at the tine of his arrest was sent 
to the F. B. I. Crlm Lab along with a blanket that '''rs. Lee ^awald said the gun 
had been wrapped in while being kept in the garage at the hone of Mrs. Ruth Paine 
in Irving. The F. B. I. exandnation shows that parts of each of these natarlsla 
could have been the ones that they recovered from the gun. 

9. Mrs. '^arvey Lee Oswald Identified the rifle as resembling the one sKe had 
seen in the parage in Irving. 

10. Durin? the search of the ifrarage at Mrs. Maine's home in Irving where 
Oswald had store;! some of his possessions, officers recovered two pictures of Zm» 
Harvey Oswald posing with a pun that looked identical to the gun found and wearing 

a pistol resembling the pistol used to kill Officer Tip]>it. Ve were able to find- - 
by checking Oswald's fennr addraases where this pieture naa aade In a back yard 
at 211) W. Neeler. 
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j 11. In t>-« same p»r«ge officers tawafl two •dTOrtlMments cllppad from son* 
ina?»»ln» thaiine tMi «n»e type tran offered for Bale Kleins of Chleage. . 

1?. In Oswald's puree was found an Identification card and a registration 
card besrlTK? the name of Alex Hldell. 

13. Postal Inspectors gaye us information that at one time a box had been 
rented in the name of Alex Hldell. The handwriting on this application was 
identified as that of Oswald. It was ascertained that the gun was shipped hy 
Kleins of Chicago to this box. Postal Inspectors were also able to find the 
money order itself used to pay for the gun. This information is not complete 
in our files, as we are waiting for some information from one of the Postal^ 
Inspectors who is 111 at this time. 

111. In Oswald's billfold was identification identifying him as a maaiber of 
the Fair Play for Cuba organiiation. le told me that he was at one time secretary 
of tf-a "ew Oriems branch snd that the headquarters of this organltatlon was in 
New YorV. 

1?. Vo found letters ahowlnp that Oswald had been corresponding with /"mold 
Johnson and V. T. Lee. Photostats of these are attached. 

16. Oswald had in his possession s notebook containing the names of Russian 
friends, telephone nunfcer and part of General Walker 'a name, F. B. I, Agent WllllaB 
Hosty's name and license n\a«ber of hia car. This Is ths agent who had been check- 
ing Oswald and his wife. 

17. A bus transfer was found in Oswald's pocket and identified by the bus drlTer 
who carried Oswald a short distance after the killing. 

18. Oswald was poslUwly identified by a cab drlTer, WiUlam Whaley, as the ' ' 
man be picked up near the Orayhound bus etatlon, which is where Oswald left the bus, 
and took hlra to the $00 block «. Baokley near where Oswald had a room. 
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19. In seerohins 0„ald'« room .t 1026 H. Peckley • aep of the City of Pall., 
was found with markings on It, one of which looked to he the seen* of the shooting. 
There was also what looked to be connunistle literature. 

20. Oswald was carrying,' at the time of his arrest In the Texas Theatei-, a 
Smith and Wesson .38 caliber revolver, serial # 510210. This is the sain caliber 
gun Officer Tipplt was *ot with when he stopped Oswald. 

21. Two empty .38 cartridge cases were found by Barbara Jeanatte Cavls and 
Virginia Davis in front of ttelr home, IKX) B. Tenth Street, where «,ey had eeen 
Oswald throw them as he was reloading his gun. Four bullets were reoorered from 
Officer Tipplt' 8 body and were of the same caliber as the gun Oswald waa arrested 
with. 

22. Felen Harkham, 328 E. Wlnth Street, saw Oswald shoot Officer Tipplt and 
TioritlvBly Identified Mm In a lineup. Officer Tipplt was i*ot at I1I8 pm on 
Vovertier 22, I963 in front of lOO E. Tenth Street. Several other witnesses 
identified him as the nan seen running from the scene and toward the theater. 

W. W. Scogglns of 3138 Alaska saw Ogweid *oot Officer Tlppit and identtfied him in 
a lineup. 

23. We have from forty to fifty affidavits to substantiate all of thl s evidence. 
The complaint was filed on Lee ^arvey Oswald for the Tlppit nunier at 7i05 pm 

on Hoverabor 22, I963. After reviewing the evidence with WBtrlct Attorney Henry 
Wade and his assistant. Bill Alexander, and Jim AUen, foraer prosecutor, I filed 
a complaint on Oswald far the killing of President John F. Kennedy at llt26 pa, 
November 22, I963, 

As you know, this is a hurried list of the evidence and not by any mans a 
complete report* All of this evidence was released alnoat liwnedlately to the ?. B. 1, 
and, of course, has not been available to us for study. Ve are, however, studying 
photographs and cheeking all information that we ar^ able to obtain on these two 
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cttaaaf and will be abla in tba futura to glva a complata report.
